I. Sewsrd, State Senator, twice Governor, twice 
Omltetf States Senator and twice Secretar; of State, 
I the m end of manhlnd and humanity, died this 
•fternooH, at a <i«arter past three o’clock, wlthcnt 
n, cOBBcloas of bis dissolution, and surrounded 
Oj bis ihmlly and a few faithful friends. 
m s LAST ILUtESfl, 
which none at the time thought of somclent serious- 
IS to warrant the summoning of the absent 
■nembere of his family, set in on the morning of 
Saturday last. On the evening of that day he was 
engaged with his family at his usual game of whist, 
» recreation always Indulged in after bis dally 
ers were over. At about nine o’clock he com­ 
plained of not feeling well, and was seized with a 
chill and a paroxysm of coughing, which so alarmed 
•he family that Doctor Dlmon, bis physician, was 
Immediately sent for. After a diagnosis of the case 
be declared that Mr. Seward was afflicted with an 
attack of 
FEVER AND AOCE, 
po D^qnent in this climate, and the usual remedies 
were administered. The chill was of about three 
boars’ duration, continuing until half-post one in 
the morning. This was followed by a fever, which 
was only allayed at five o'clock. The fever was not 
followed by a perspiration, which caused the phy.<»l. 
elan serious alarm. In the Spring of this year Mr. 
Beward had a similar attack, and this was a recur­ 
rence of the previous Illness. The night was a bad 
one, and the complaint was combined with a 
catarrhal afTection, which In Mr. Seward’s helpless 
condition was serious. 
On Sunday morning ho 
bad sufflclently recovered to sit up In his study, 
and, as was his custom, to 
BEAD THE NEWS 
Of the day. He took his lood with a good appetite, 
and the physician expected him to pass a comfort­ 
able night; but be again had a chill and a paroxysm 
of congblug, and passed a very restless night. On 
Monday morning he rose as usual and ate a hearty 
breakfhst. Thereafter he continued the revision oj 
bis manuscript of travels around the world. The 
day being a rainy one he was prevented from 
taking his usual two hours’ drive. He ate quite a 
bcarty dinner and conversed with bis family in his 
customary cheerful manner until ten o’clock, when 
be retired. lie was then 
AOAIN SEIZED 
with a chill and an attack of coughing and passed 
a very restless night. Tlie doctor was summoned 
a t two in the morning and Mr. Seward experienced 
relief. He fell asleep at about five o’clock In the 
morning and only awakened at eleven. After per­ 
forming his toilet he partook of a very slight 
breakfast, then resuming his dally work, which he 
continued until aix In the evening. Until his lo.st 
Illness Mr. Seward had made it a duty to labor five 
bonrs a day, and since his return from his voyage 
hardly a day has elapsed in which this task bus 
not been performed. Work was to him a pleasure, 
and his 
n.IBITP OF INDrSTRY 
i become so confirmed tliat to fall to comply 
with them would have been a source of regret and 
a feeling of a day lost. This evening there was no 
recurrence of his illncBs, Ou WcdncHd.ay he rose 
at ten and ate a very light breakfast, consi.sting of 
fruit and cofi^ce. He afterwards weut to drive, re­ 
turning at noon. He then resumed his work and 
continued It until six in the evening, retiring at 
ten. He passed a very restless night, not enioylng 
a mofiicnt's sleep until four this morning. Ho 
then feu into a quiet slumber, which continued 
until eleven o'clock. As usual he wus 
SHAVED, 
though remaining aiied. At half-post one o’clock 
this altcrnoon another fit of coughing ensued, 
which so distressed him that he requested to be 
moved from the bed to a lounge In his study or 
ofllce adjacent to his bedroom, wliich being done 
seemed to give him relief. The phy.slclan was seut 
for, but Mr. Howard was beyond' human aid, his 
lungs rapidly filling and his breathing being short 
and difflcult. After a vain eilort to rcsrurc him 
with stimulants his cose was pronounced hopeless^ 
and the ftimlly collected around the dying futlicr 
ind statesman. His iutollcctnal faculties remained 
clear to the last moment, and his 
Ari’KOACniNO DISSOLUTION 
vas ma«ic manifest to him by the weeping faces of 
his children and relatives and the unpcnt grief of 
his servants, to whom he had been so kind a friend 
during so many years. 
The sorrow of his two 
grandchildren was beyond description. How many 
tears win be dropped elsewhere as a tribute to his 
moiyl He requested to l)e raised, hut his sight 
had become dimmed by approaching iloath and ne 
could only recognize the loved ones by tlicir voices. 
He took successive leave by kissing them and e.x- 
plred, with the radiant smile he was wont to give 
them in his life time; and, after fnltiiilng his mission 
to family aud country, thus passed his great heroic 
soul away. There being several near members of his 
family ahsout, the day of the funeral has not been 
netermincd. In all probability the mournful cere- 
mouy will take place on next Sunday.

In the death of William Ii. Sewanl yesterday 
another great American has passed from among us 
to take his place In history. Few men of the last 
hall century have had more Infiucnce upon their 
age, and ho will ever bo reniemlicred as a master 
spirit of the most solemu aud ovcntiul crisis of out 
Ufe as a ualion. 
HIS EAHLY LIFE AND EDUCATION. 
William Henry Seward was born at the village of 
Florida, in Orange county, N. Y., May Id, isoi. 
Ills father was a pliysiclan, but for seventeen years 
held the office of First Judge of his county. Mr. 
Seward was of Welsh origin on his father's and of 
Iriflli e.\tractlon on his mother’s side. His boyhoo 1 
WAS marked by love of study tuid diligence in learu- 
Ing, and it Is said of him while at college that he 
rose at four o’clock In the morning to pi op.ire the 
lessons of tiic d.ay, thus finding leisure in llio even­ 
ing for general reading and literary coinpcsltlon. 
He received his rudimental education at an acad­ 
emy at cioslion and entered the soplioinore class 
>n union College at the age of llitcen. While in liis 
«•nior year he obtained leave of absence from col­ 
lege, where he spent six months in teach lug. The 
following is part of an advertisement wirtch ap­ 
peared on March a, 1819, In the Journal, published 
at Milledgcville. (¡a:—

MR. SEWARD AS A STATB SRMATOR. 
PQjttics naturally engaged the atienUoa of the 
young lawyer of Anbern. Ills first poUtieU act 
was in 1824, when be prepared an o«idrees Ihr a 
federal convention, 
in which he boldly end 
scathingly denounce«l the Albany Regency, 
la 
1828 he supported John uulncy Adams for the 
Presidency, but he took no promlneut part la the 
political movements of tho day till isao, when be 
was elected to the B ute Senate us the caa<Udot« of 
the antl-Masonic party. The opposition to Masonry, 
growing out of the alleged aliducUon of Morgan 
from Batavia In isae, had become a poweriul ele­ 
ment In politics, and so Intense was the feeling 
that Mr. Seward received a majority of 2,ooo votes 
In a district which had previously given a large ad­ 
verse vote. But the Jackson party held and con­ 
tinued to hold unUmlied sway; so that, while Mr. 
Seward during the four years ho sat in the senate 
at Altiany, became noted for the able manner In 
wnicb he advocated the abolition of Imprisonment 
for debt, Improvement In prison discipline, the 
election of various officers by the people in­ 
stead of their appointment by the Governor 
and 
Senate 
and 
tho 
Interests 
of 
popu­ 
lar 
education 
and 
Internal 
Improvements, 
it 
was 
chicfiy 
by 
his 
great 
s|.eech 
against the removal of the deposits In 1834 
that be first gamed distinction throughout the 
State and nation. Jolut resolntlons had been In­ 
troduced into the LegiBlatnrc and were passed tiy 
the Assembly without a dissenting voice approv­ 
ing of General Jackson’s action. In the senate, 
however, they met with a diifcrent reception, and 
Mr. Seward’s vigorous and earnest eifoi t, winch 
occupied two days In its delivery, not only en­ 
hanced the reputation of the rising young states­ 
man, but exerted a decided tuflueuce throughout 
the country. 
UK BECOMES GOVERNOR OP TUB STATE. 
The financial revulsion of 1837 opened the way 
for Mr. Seward's election as Governor of the State 
in 1838. Ho had been a candidate four years be­ 
fore, but was beaten by Wllllani L. Marey. In spite 
of a vehement opposition he had a majority of 
10,000, and with the exception of De Witt Clinton 
was the first Governor of the State elected In oppo­ 
sition to the Albany Regency. Governor Seward’s 
policy was in keeping with the policy pursued by 
Governor Clinton, aud during his administration 
he upheld the system of Internal improvements, 
of which De Witt Clinton was the strenuous advo­ 
cate. 
But many difficulties snrronnded his ad­ 
ministration. 
The business of the country bad 
been prostrated by the flnauclal revulsion of 1837, 
and It was this condition of aiiaii-s which opened 
the way for his election the next year. In the 
political slang of the day, the contest was between 
Small B 11 Seward and Dig Bill Marcy, these pscu- 
donyms having reference to the currency of the 
State. An act had previously been passed by a 
democratic Legislature rcstiicuug the circulation 
of bank notes under ffi. Alter the suspension of 
specie payments the State was flooded with the 
small notes of New England banks, and there was 
a clamor for the repeal of the small bill law. This 
was not a very broad financial policy, and though 
it was cflcctive In aiding Mr. Seward’s election It 
is seluom referred to by his paucgyrists as an evi­ 
dence of his statesmanship. In other respects he 
showed a more comprehensive wisdom, and among 
the measures to which he early directed bis attcn- 
t;on, besides the relief of the finances and the 
vigorous prosecution ol the pubhc works, including 
tlie enlargement of tlie Erie Canal, were the exten­ 
sion 
of 
popular 
education, the removal 
ol 
the legal disabilities Imposed upon foreigners 
and 
the 
abolishment of 
imprlsonmeni 
for 
debt. 
His 
eflorts 
to 
secure 
the 
dilTiisIon 
of common school education among the chil­ 
dren of all cUsscs and creeds, especially those 
of foreign parentage in large cities, by a/u-o raht 
distribution 9Í the school fund among all the 
schools, was vigorously opposed and vehemently 
denounced by the Protestant clergy, and though 
the controversy continued throughout his entire 
administration tlic result was our present public 
school system. His efforts for the codification of 
the laws and In behalf of “judicial reform” also 
icd to t he radical changes which were subsequently 
made in the State constitution; but it Is doubtful 
whether “the probity, technicalities and expen- 
Bivcness of the Ilritish Courts” were not cheaper 
and better than the practice under the code. 
Governor SewardVas re-elected in 1840, In conse­ 
quence, his enemies said, of the Presidential elec­ 
tion, which gave him the benefit of tlie ‘log cabin 
debauchery 
and 
coonskin mummery” of the 
Harrison campaign. 
It was during his second 
term that the famous controversy arose with 
the Governor of Virginia in regard to slavery and 
the rrndltion of fugltlve slaves. 
In this corre­ 
spondence Governor Seward maintained that no 
Slate could force a requisition upon another state 
when such requisition was founded on an act 
which was only criminal by local legislation, and 
hlB opposition finally led to the enactment of the 
Fugitive Slave law by Congress. Governor Seward 
declined to be again a candidate in 1=13, and bis 
party went ont of power with him. 
“ SEWARD. WKBO AND GREELEY.” 
One of Hie singular episodes of the politics of 
that time was the formation. In 1837, of the part­ 
nership of Seward, Weed and Greeley. Mr. Weed 
was four years older than Mr. Seward, and Mr. 
Greeley was by ten years his Junior. All of them 
were men of ability, but Mr. Greeley was the least 
known of the triumvirate, and he was chosen by 
the other two to edit a campaign paper at Albany 
advocating Seward's election. In ills famous let­ 
ter of November 11, 18S4, dissolving the partner­ 
ship, Mr. Greeley s a i d “It was work that made no 
figure aud created no sensation, but 1 loved It and 
did it well. ’ Weed pot his share, and perhaps 
more than lils share, of the feed from the public 
crib, but Sewird entirely overlooked Grcolcy-a 
disappointment which the Phllos.jpher took in a 
somewhat unpliiio?opUical spirit. Weed urged in 
Seward's exculpation what was 
probaMy the 
truth, though it was stated by Indirection only, 
that the head of the firm never suspectcd tnat the 
junior partner desired o:r.ce or the oirer of oflke. 
When the greatn'■«8 of these men and the number 
of years during which they worked in hat inouy arc 
considered their partnerrihlp appears only less re­ 
markable than the Albany Regency, against which 
the hrm battled so long and so efiectlvcly. 
HR. SEWARD A3 A LAWYER. 
On his retirement from lbs official duties at Al­ 
bany Mr. Seward at o n ’C resumed the practice of 
Ills profession at Auburn. During the next six 
years he gave all his thoughts and time to his du­ 
ties as an advocate. In the Governor’s chair he 
bad shown the knowledge of the lawyer and the 
nerve of the practical statesman on more than one 
occasion, and hla fame had become so great that 
it was easy for him to extend bis practice at the 
bar. His success was glowing and brilliant. Con­ 
fined at first to the Courts of the State, In which 
bis services were in great request, it was not long 
till he obtained also a lucrative practice in tho 
Courts of the United Slates. Patent cases were 
bis specialty; but, atibe same time, his generous 
disposiMon and, perhaps, a not unreasonable «lesire 
of extending his reputation, sometimes induced

nis CAREER AS A SENATOR. 
In March, 1849, Mr. Beward was ele* ie«l to Hie 
Senate of the United Hiatos, and from that Uroe 
Ills career became national, un the meeting of 
Congress, In December following, the Huutbcrn 
members, apprcheuiliiig the adoption of an antl- 
slavery policy, took groun*l in oppo«iHou to Gi-nerol 
Taylor’s adiniuistratlou, wlillc the friends of free­ 
dom at that time In Hie two houses mostly sup­ 
ported it. Seward at once exhibited all tbe Ixild- 
ncss and zeal which had ever charucterUed his 
conduct against slavery, and openly ami warmly 
declared that he would make no further conces­ 
sions to the slave power. In retura he was hliterly 
and vchcincnlly denounced ns a seditious person 
and dangerous agitator.

He was in advance of hts con- 
t.^raporarloH In his blew*, hut nothing could cause 
him lo deviate from his convictions, lie took the 
ground that “frcodoin is national and slavery te<‘- 
tional, ’ and that “Hie purpose of the foleral Union 
was to establish the Dle-*Miiig of justice and hu­ 
manity, and not to enlarge the area of bomlage su<l 
oppression.” As early as 1860, in a speech on the 
ailniisslon of California into the Union, he sa td :- 
“It IS true, indeed, that the national domain Is 
ours, it Is till? It was acquired by the valor and 
by the wenith of Hie whole nation; but we hold. 
ncvertlielesH, no arbitrary pow«sr over It. We hold 
no arbitrary power over anvthlng, whether sc- 
qiiircd lawfully or seized by iistirimHon. The con- 
Ktilutlon regulates our stewardship; the constitu­ 
tion devotes Hie domain to union, to defence, 10 
wel'arc ami to liberty. But there is a lilfclier law 
tii.in the constitution which regulates our auHionty 
over the national domain and devotes it to Hie 
same high purposes. The territory la a part, no 
luconsidciaido part, of the common heritage of 
mankind, bestowed upon them by the Ciealor of 
tho universe. Wo iirc Ills stewardr. ami must »o 
discharge our trust as to secure In tho highest st 
talnaide degree Hiclr happiness. ’ 
It, was from 
this speech that the Higher l.aw doctrine tor.k its 
uriglu, ami more than any phrase ever iiiteied 
against slavery did It goad the jicoplc to uiaditoss. 
THE UIGIIER LAW D«)CTRINR. 
The Higher Law doctrine which Mr. Heward an­ 
nounced in a phrase was little undcrstocMl by Hi« 
' 
an*l tearfully distorted and mngulfied by 
itlcal leaders. Hut one thing all could ace. 
and that wus that It meant an unrelenting and 
bitter war upon slavery. Nobody, except the hand­ 
ful of abolitionists who exerted IitHe real Influence 
In our 
polities at any time, was In favor 
of the aiinll.«bmeat of s avory In Hie Htates, ami 
wlille Mr. Seward’s political friends scarcely apolo­ 
gize*! lor Ills hold iilteraiices in favor of the high *r 
law. Ills enemies not only denounce*! him, hut said 
In iinmlstukable iHngiiage;—“ When his friends *le- 
clare that It Is not 1 lie purpose of the repiihlkan 
party to attack slavery In the States they arc 
ucIHicr ingenuous nor troHUul. When they avow an 
attachment to the constitution, nml that they wiil 
nmtntalii It, they deceive thciuriclves aud mislead 
the public, unless they abandon and disavow the 
leadership of

He Is so eonsil-

Ills ailopHon of the apologetic tone was so com­ 
mon that t'lis was true of nearly all his fricntls, 
and when any of them venlnrcfl to say something 
In hts behalf It was generally a bit o! timid rneioi lc 
to the effect that It wo.iltl not form a permanent 
op cction to Governor Hewurd that “he Is no ad­ 
herent 01 the siiperllelal and wretched philosophy 
which derives tho dislincHons ol morality from the 
caprices of opliilou. lu commoa with the greatest 
Hunkers of all ages, he traces Hie oldtgatlon of 
right to Hie uncreated wisdom of the Deity. With 
Plato and Ulcero, In ancient time-i, wliii Bacon, 
Hooker and Uiidworth at a later date, lie recog­ 
nizes the bo-ioni of the Jtcity ns th * sost and foiiri 
tain of law, ‘wlmss volco Is Hie harmony of the 
world.’ ” 
THE “ IRllF.rRESyiBLE CONFLICT.” 
In 1868, during Hie u<ljoiimment of Congress, he 
pronounced at Rochester one of tliOse dUcours^s 
Which form an epoch not only In Hie life bf k l ora­ 
tor, but In the history of a country. The words 
“IrreprcHjiible confilcl” arc foun<l in this dl8co,irse. 
"Slavery,” said he, “Is a corroding ulcer, which 
Should be cffectnal'y clrcumscrliicd if we would not 
see It soon spread over tho whole country. Ihe 
country cannot remain half Have and hall free: It 
must be all one or the other.” Never hml the 
Slavery qncstlon been exposed with such energy 
and dearness.

THE NEW PRIMATE. 


A rrival of Artitbishop Baylep at B altim ore- 
Preparaüons ftir Hia Snthronem ent in tbe 
Cathedral V est Sanday-Im posing Cbre- 
m onyef Invoeting with the Pal- 
linm -T he Miisioal Programme. 


Baltimore, Oct 10, 1873. 
Archbishop Rayley, accompanied by Rev. Father 
Doanc, of Newark, arrived here yesterday, and 
proceeded at once to the Arohlepiscopal residence, 
on Charles street, where hla arrival was not wholly 
unexpected. It was, nevertheless, a pleasant sur­ 
prise to the reverend clergy living here. The fact of 
his presence In Baltimore was unknown until to­ 
day. The Archbishop declined to see any but those 
with whom be wished to converse on matters per­ 
taining to the Archdiocese. As has been already 
stated, he declines any pubUc rocepHon, and limits 
the demonstration to what Is actnally required by 
tho rubric. Tho arrangements for the elevation 
to the Archlcplscopttl throne on Sunday are pro­ 
gressing quietly, but with a comnieiidablo zeal. 
The mass selected to be sung Is Beethoven's 
mass in 0, regarded by composers and clerics 
generally as the grandest musical contrlbutlou to 
the service of tho Church. In addition there will 
be “Dlabclll’s Landamus,” sung by a quartet; 
Hummel’s “Alma Virgo,” and English “Te Doum,” 
by Melneke, and “Veni Creator,” a solo to be sung 
by Mr. E. L. Gannon, of Washington.

Adopting b style of wartare simUar to 
of the liberals under Jnarei In Mexico during the 
French intervention-that ta, of avoKNng batU4 
vrtth the forces of apaln, superior in number and 
equipment-the Cubans are still strnggllng, and 
have hopes of wearying Spain into a rcoogslUoo ol 
their independence. 
For the beneflt of their brothera tn annA 
Cubans in the United States resolved to devote the 
entire proceeds of tliclr labor during the anniver­ 
sary day.

the Camagucy, aud that hla actions at varloud

ts had covered him with Immeasurable gloryc 
os claimed that the Spanish forces were suffer-j 
lug severely from the climate, that the volunteer# 
constitute an elemcut of discord, and that perse* 
veranee oa the part of the patriots was certoto 
be followed by ultimate success. 
Moor alter eiubt iiio aiuie promincnt Cubans and 
Cub«.i sympathizers appeared on the stage, and 
Kamon Cespe.Ics, Coinmis.*U)uer from the cubaa

that well-known fr iend ol (hiba, Mr. Charles Dana.” 
In his remarks Mr. Dana paid a high tribute to tha 
lierolsm and long siiiforing of the Cubans. Ho 
s a i d “No grander sight Is presented lu the an-, 
nalsofhlslory than that 01 the Cubans stniggllmff 
for that liberty for which our forcfaihcrs fought am i 
died.” He vindicated the right of sell-govcrnment-' 
and Insisted that Cuba belongs of right to her own 
sous. He felt sppresseil with slmmc at the attitudd 
of the Aimfrleaii government and the manner Irf 
which Cuba hail been trente*!, and argncil that II 
waa the duty of the United .^tatcs to extenil a help- 
ing hand to the struggling parriot.s. Whether this 
would be done or nut he knew not; but Cuba wad 
certain to achieve her Indepeniicnee. with or with­ 
out aPl. There was no causo for «llscouragcment. 
The other Mpanlsh repiiblies had sti tiggled for ten, 
or iw.'lve years, ami so, If necessary to success, 
would Cuba. Mr. Dana's remarks were receive*!

He merely 
desired to express his sympathies for a catise 
which must ex' ite the sympathv of every lover of 
humanity. He referred to and deprecated the 
attitude of the United .states toward CubA but pre- 
dlctcil her ultímate success In achieving her Inde­ 
pendence, tho'igh compelled to struggle alone.

By IlKRALn special corrcspomlenco from Yoko- 
Tiama, Japaa, andcr date uf September 9, we have 
the following extended and complete report of the 
origin and progress of the fire on board the mall 
Oeamahlp America, by which that vessel, with very 
mau; human lives and a considerable amount of 
treasww, was lost. 
The Hirald writer supplies, 
also, s statement of the official inquiry which has 
been already made—another Is probable—with the 
view bf ascertaining the true cause ot the calamity.

Yokohama, Sept. 9,1872. 
The Pacific mall steamship America, Captain 
Doane, arrived In port on the mornlag of August 24, 
Bfter a pleasant voyage of 23 days across the Pacific 
ocean. Her pa.sengers and cargo for Yokohama 
were all landed that day, and during the afternuoa 
a few packages of cargo were taken In from this 
place for Ilong Kong.

At eleven o’clock P. M. nearly all handil had re- | 
tired to rest, as all the officers had been up the | 
whole of the previous night, preparing to enter 
port. The captain and drit officer had gone their 
usual rounds and found everything all rlghu A 
few minutes past eleven, when the whole ship waa 
bushed and quiet—noliody being around but the 
watchmen, the stewardc.ss and the captain of the 
lighters—smoke waa seen to Issue from the side­ 
lights of the ship and from the saloon, and Immedi­ 
ately the terrible cry of “Fire:'’ rang through the 
ship. 
All hands made the best of their way to where 
the fire was said to be. 
It was certainly below the main saloon. The first 
Y>eople to get to the steerage api>ear to have iKen 
the first officer. Miller, 
and a quartermaster 
named Wilson. On the starboard side of the upper 
steerage some twenty bales of hay had lieen 
stowed, and these were found to be on fire. Al­ 
though the smoke was very dense—as burning hay 
makes a rapid and suffocating smoke-all these 
first witnesses of the fire are of one mind, that the 
fire covered but a small space, two bales alone 
being apparently then on fire. 
AFLOAT, BIT SO WATEIt. 
Tlio hose was Immediately stretched and the noz- 
*Ie pointed at the flames, wiien horror' there was 
no water. By this time the Captain and several 
others had reached the scene, while their enemy, 
the fire, was progressing with fearful rapidity. 
“Water, for Goil’s sake " shonied everybody, in 
about five minutes, to the joy of everybody, water 
came; but alas, only to mock their efforts, lor a 
feeble stream played for about three minutes and 
then ceased, 
riie truth then lor the first timo 
seemed to dawn upou those who were endeavoring 
to quell the fire—there was no steam to drive the 
pumps. Buckets were now drawn Into play and

By this time the lire had spread wii 
rapidity, it had taken possession of th< 
the after steerage, being fanned by a score of op 
porta and several ventilators, which caused i 
rent of air through the steerage most favoral 
the spread of a conflagration.

KXCITINU BCBNB IN THH IJARhOB. BUT FKIESDLY 
AID OF NO AVAIL. 
In less than twenty minutes from the first dis­ 
covery of the fire the whole ship was full of suffo­ 
cating smoke, and was afire Its whole magnlflcent 
length. All over the harbor fire alarm bells were 
ringing, and the harbor was alive with boats; but 
so rapid was the fire that we have only heard of 
two boats being able to board the ship, one a cut­ 
ter n-om the British man-of-war Kinaldo. and a 
sarpan. containing two officers of the 1 nlted states 
ship LackawaBRA, who happened to be passing on 
their way to their ship at the time. The futility of 
fiirthsr fighting the fire soon Impressed itself on 
the mmds of all. One by one, as the officers and 
the men were beaten back by the fiames, did they 
aeeh safety from the burning ship by Jumping over­ 
board or sliding down ropes. 
At twenty minutes to iweive the Captain himself 
jnmped for hu life. lb; was the last to leave the 
ship. At he strnck the water his limbs became 
pBTSIyscd, and he would inevitably have drowned 
bad Bot the friendly band or captain Williams, of 
tbs CostB Bica, «elMd Jiim as be was about to sink 
for tbe tblrd time.

In tbs menatlme there was terrible confusion 
among tbe ISO Cblneso posaengers forward. At 
tbe firit alaraa of tbe fire they commenced rushing 
OB deck irltb tbelr boxes and packages and el- 
facu.

To tbeae olroumstaiioes must he attributad 
the great loss or life, for tbe water was pcrtoctiy 
calm, and tbe burning ship was aurrouoded by la- 
n umerable boata, tbe oeeupanta of which did every­ 
thing in their power to save llto. 
ITALIAN anOT IN BRI.IBF. 
Afrer evorybody had left the ship the laoncb of 
tbe Italian corvette Vlttor Hisanl came alongside 
and flrod the contenta ofherhow iuor lutothe ship, 
trylag to alDk her. Bat thia waa altogether futde, 
the sbot bavlog no effect upon the ship’s sides. 
Kfforta had been made before the oaptaln lefr the 
ebip to flood the maga/.lne, but this place wss in 
aocesalble. Ihe tug waa now alongsMa with a 
Bteam fire engine from shore, and ailhouaU several 
streams of water wore continually playea upon her 
the alilp burned all night and all next ela.T, until 
five P. 
when there waa Uttle left to burn: and 
the rain, which accompanied a t/phoou which blew 
for a tow hours, deluged the wrdck. 
A GRAND BUT liOURNFUL 80BNN. 
The scene from shore waa grand and terrible. 
Before It was known to the people of the settlo- 
ment the fire had made groat headway, and at- 
tempto to sare her had been abandoned. Luckily 
for the rest of the ahlpidng It was a dead calm, so 
that there wasUttlo danger of othor vessels being

LOSS or LIFR AND NUMDEB OP THB VICTIMS. 
The human victims to this disaster niimbor Ufty- 
nlne, viz:—Flftv-thieo Chinese, tiueo Japaueso aud 
throe foreigners. 
The foreigners were John U. Barker, englneors’ 
storekeeper; Joseph Lyniort. sleorago watchman, 
and Thomas B. Cook (colored), stoerago cook. All 
the bodies have been recovered. 
TBBASUBB. 
On the persons of the Chinese were found bags 
and pouches containing Mexican dollars, Ameri­ 
can gold coin and gold dust. About |7.000 has 
been recovered aaddsnow Ir the hands of the 
United States Oonsnl. Undoubtedly there must 
have been among the Chinese passengers a large 
amount of money—aa Chinamen going homo from 
California have usually managed to save from $500 
to $9,000. ThU they always carry with them, 
never buying drafts or giving It to the purser for 
sale keeping; and there Is no doubt that con­ 
siderable o f this money has been recovered nn.l 
secreted away by wreckers. There were no Euro­ 
pean passengers on board at the tlmo. All the 
Yokohama passengers had landed with Ihelr 
effects during the day. 
The Ilong Kong and 
Shanghae passengers were ashore, hut had left 
all their baggage on the Ill-fated ship, aud, of 
course, that was all lost. 
There were about four hnndrcd thousand dollars 
in treasure on board. This was placed lu a large 
Iron tank In the hold. The compauy’s men are now 
at work on the wreck trying to get this tank up. 
INQUIRY AS TO OAUSR. 
How did the fire take pla^oT When I saw Cap- 
taiiiDoaue next day and asked him this question he 
answered that ho could only account for it In one 
of two ways -either it had been set on lire or It 
was the effect of spontaneons combustion. Ho 
was then under the Impression that the lire com­ 
menced on the freight deck, and so expressed lilm- 
self on the stand during the official Investigation. 
But this theory waa dlsproven by all the witnesses 
who saw tbe lire in Its Inclploucy, and further hy 
the facts that had It been on the freight dock It 
must have been some time beiore It could cominn- 
nlcate to tbe steerage deck, where it was first seen, 
and during that time It would have exposed 
Itself through the amoke that would have assur­ 
edly escaped by tbe ventlllators that communicate 
with the hurrlcano deck. Again, on the freight 
deck were several boxes of cartridges which did 
not burn unUl about three o’clock the 
next 
morning, showing that the fire must have been 
communicated to that deck after Its discovery on 
the steerage deck. It undoubtedly originated In 
the hay. HowT It will be seen from the lostl- 
money adduced at the investlgatlou that tlio 
steerage hatchway was the thoroughlare gener.'Uly 
used lor coolies, Ac., going dowu to the freight 
deck to work. Now Jaoanose coolies will smoko 
wherever they have the opportunity, and they are 
fctremely careless os to where they tUiQW the silll

Hut It Is 
quite possible that one or two either slaved there 
to sleep or moile tlielr way to that plaue after­ 
wards, lor the steerage steward distinctly says that 
one knowing the ship could make his way there 
without hclugseen by the watchman, and ilic fact 
that the steerage watchmau was uot the first to 
give the alarm of fire, although It occurred at the 
place where he ought to have been on the lookout, 
aud tbe further fact that he himself was burned, 
speak very little In lavor of his care and watchful­ 
ness, Whetner it was accident or design Is more 
difficult of explanation. My own opinion Is that 
one or two coolies had surreptitiously remained or 
crept there, reallzlug the fact that bales of hay 
made a softer bed than the boards of the deck, aud 
that while there Indulged In smoking and thua set 
fire to the ship, 
Tne story told by the two sailors of the Lacka­ 
wanna Is altogether unworthy of credence; the 
conception of the romance waa evidently after 
the fact and is to be attributed to that love of the 
romantic Inherent in the breast of every sailor, 
especially a man-of-war’s man. In the first place 
Japanese do never. In speaking among themselves, 
speak “pigeon English.” On the contrary they 
Invariably speak tbelr own language, ot wnich 
these men *do not understand a word. Again, If 
there had been any design to burn the ship, where 
these sailors were would he the last place that the 
perpetrators would rush to to tell their design. 
Further, sailors are not noted for reticence. Yet 
this man Uavla, aa bo testified, hears of a probable 
burning of an American ship, takes no In­

been on board the ship and two days after the fire, 
although they both saw the fire. 
Beshles, the 
Japanese women alluded to were examined. None 
of them knew anything alwut the fire till next 
morning, and the only hasLs for the whole yarn Is 
that when ttie sailors left the house the next luoru- 
liig one of the women aald, “Big .Mclican ship 
niakee burn.'' As the boys overnight had indulged 
inconsiderable firewater Ihelr recollecllons of ihe

s the question, how did it happen Unit 
a ship hkc the Amei lca, well officered and luuiined, 
thoroughly equipped in all ways, should be com­ 
pletely destroyed by a fire, Inslgnllli ant lu Its l»e- 
ginning, lu the «pace of time little exceeding lialf 
an hour f Tbe answer has been tully and unei|ulvu- 
enlly given by the wltncstoi at the Inveatlgation. 
There was no water! 
There waa not sufllcieut 
steim to work tlie pumps to supply tbe water. 
Alter the lire the rlilel engineer well uDdersiood 
that inquiries would l>e made of him as to the 
reason that thsre was no available steam, and he 
fell that he was unable to sallsfactorlly answer 
those qncHilons. When on the stand his manner 
was hesitating and confused; but he weakened his 
own cause by attcmpilng to attribute Ihc lack of 
water to other causes than to the iibsen. eof sicani. 
Ills plea that the feed pipe might have iiursi or 
broken or fallen «lowii, or that the joint - hud melted 
or bural, was ab»iird-was Daily couirmUcied

than by lils own first assistant engineer, ll any 
accident had occurred to the pipe how cculd water 
come through any one hosef Yet it was fully 
proved tliat one hose lu the saloon and one on the 
liurrlcane deck did give water; and the captain 
states that that one on the hurrlraiie iick was 
transmitting water when he d c^ fed the ship. 
HI* statement that the one hose might ha\e been 
connected with other sources of supply showed 
that he was Ignorant of the innchlncry of the ship, 
for the captain, first officer and first assistant en­ 
gineer all distinctly swear that there was imi one 
source of supply for water throughout the whole 
shiji. Tbe theory of the hose valves being dosed is 
flatly contradicted by the first officer ana the cap­ 
tain. Tbe first officer saw to the valves himscfi, 
and It is but natural to suiipose that the veriest 
blockhcail. In connecting a hose with the feed pip», 
would see that the valve was open. The caii-e, 
therefore, of the lire becoming master so soon Is 
attiibiitatile to the want of steam and to Hint 
alone. M’hlle there can tie no doubt, lliererore, as 
to this fact, the question of responsli.iUiy Is de­ 
batable.

THB COURT OF INVB8TI0ATI0N AND ITS FINDING. 
Tuo offlolal investigation lasted nearly four days, 
but it was by no means a complete one. Many un- 
necoBsary 
questions 
were 
a«kcd and many 
vital ones omitted. The United States laws for the 
governm onr oí 
paBscnger-cárrjlng 
Bteamahipa 
were 
apparently not 
consulted. 
Besides, 
a 
certain

tbe President of the Court towards the wliaessea 
entirely at variance with the usual suave manner 
of that gentleman. It had tbe effect of placing the 
witnesses on the delenslve, they seeming to nave 
a feeling that each InaivlduaUy was oil trial for 
burning the ship. It U most probable that a more 
complete investigation will be held In New York, 
wliuro expert sulprnustera and engineers will be 
called upon for testimony. That the Investigation 
lierc should have been Incomplete Is quite compre­ 
hensible. The Conrt cannot be expected to bo 
thoroughly posted upon steamship matters, and 
there were lew if any experts at Ills command. 
Nevertheless the Court evinced the utmost patience 
lu Irving to Hilt the matter, and If It did not thor­ 
oughly succeed but little blame can attach to It.

It not, then it rests with the Captain and 
other officers of the ship.

The “conviction” entertained by the Court that 
the fire was the work oi an Incendiary is scarcely 
borne out by the testimony. 
That It is quite pos­ 
sible and even probable is most true, but not more 
possible or probable that It was the result of an 
accident. There Is no reason to suppose that any 
antipathy did exist “ on the part or some person 
towards the Pacific Mall Steamship Company or 
some of Its officers.” And as to the fact that the

187’J, 1 left 
Chteago, July 6, ami proeeeded via iMoux a l y aud 
the Missouri River to Fort Rice, D. T., to accom- 
an expedition from tn a t point to the m outh of 
ler River, ou tho Yellowstone. The object of 
the expedition was to escort and protect a survey­ 
ing party of N orthern Pacific Railroad engineers, 
sent out to extend th at railroad from the poTnt of its 
croBsliig on the Missouri to the Yellowstone, a t or 
near the mouth of l^iwder River. The m ilitary es­ 
cort was commanded by Colonel D. a Kunley, 
Twenty-seooud Infantry, and was composed of tho 
following troops:—com panies O, D aud F, I’wenty- 
secoDd inlantry, 164 enlisted m en; companies A, C 
and F, Bcveutoonth Inlantry, Major Crofton com­ 
manding, 11» m en; companies A, B, C, F, II and 
K, Kigiith Infantry, U eutenant

These,

Ac., 
formed a force of 767 souls, IrrespecUve of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad party, num bering forty- 
seven. The expedition left F ort lUco July 26, mov­ 
ing north of west tow ards the lino of H eart River, 
following the line of Major W histler’s expedition of 
1871; crossed U eait River forty-six miles from Fort 
Rice anil continued westw ard, 
following both 
W hlstlor’8 and Bully’s trails to a point about ----- 
m iles from where we first entered H eart River; 
then, diverging sUghtly south of west of those 
trails, we moved to the extrem e bead of Heart 
Hlver and sent out a party to en ter tho "Bad 
lainds” and endeavor (o find some crossing of the 
Little Missouri, wlilch hero runs nearly north aud 
south. This pnrty, after proceeding about fifteen 
miles nearly due w est from our camp of August 6, 
found the Little Miaeourl was unapproachable at the 
point they struck it, by reason of the exceedingly 
broken n atu re of tlm “ Bad Lands,” through 
which It runs. The command tlien turned soutli- 
waru anu moved along the divide wlUcIi separates 
the Little Missouri from tho heads of H eart and 
Cannon Ball Rivers, skirting “Bad Lands” and 
overlooking them. 
After having moved about 
twelve miles to the southw ard we found a prac­ 
ticable route along the top of the divide wliich 
carried us nearly due west again, still keeping 
Close upon the edge of the “Bad Lands,” until a 
creek heading In the right direction enabled us to 
descend Into ttic valley of the LltUe Missouri and 
approach to wltliln one and a half mile of th at 
stream . Here it was ascertained th a t the river 
made a bend from tho westw ard. 
A party of en­ 
gineers, escorted by a company of troops, then 
moved Into and along tho valley of the river, while 
the main bony marched over the tops of tho 
hills and through such valleys as offerert, running 
parallel to aud south of tlie river, u ntil both parties 
m et at a point about fliteen miles beyond, when it 
was found tlie river again ran from the southw ard: 
and althouah the w ater was high from recent 
rains, a very good crossing was found a t a point 
where tho extensive plateaux on either bank of 
the river afforded an incline sufUclently slight to 
enable the train to descend. At all points where 
we crossed or approached it we found the Little 
Missouri a stream about twcnty-llve yards wide, 
exceedingly crooked, well Umbered, aud with from 
one to five feet of w ater. General direction from 
south to north. 
Immediately upon crossing the Little Missouri we 
ascended to the plateaus and moved westw ard 
again, across grassy plains, having left the main 
portion of the “ Bad Lands” behind us, aud, In fact, 
saw no more of them u ntil wo reached Cabin 
Creek, twenty-five miles w est of the U tile Mis­ 
souri, where a rather steep descent from the 
plateau brought us into a sage bush and cactus 
grqw n valley, about five miles wide, w ith Cabin 
Creek flowing (at some seasons dry) in the centre. 
This section ol the “ Bad Lands” Is not very wide, 
b ut evidently extends many miles above and below 
w here e o crossed them . From the valley of Catiin 
ilreek we passed over a long divide, grassy and 
w ith occasional clumps of tim ber In the pockets oi 
tho hills, westward, lo the head of 
another 
dry 
creek,

At this point we 
knew we were nut more than ten miles eusi or 
I’owder Klfer, and accordingly sent out a recon- 
neiBsance in that direction; but the party found a 
succcKBlon of lmpussal>le hills barred our way in 
th at locality, aud t was tiecided to move down the 
creek to its mouth, to then determ ine w hether it 
was, OB we supposed, O’Fallln’s L’reek or Powder 
River that wc were ou. The valley through which 
the ereek pusses Is fioui one to two miles wide, 
bordered by broken ranges of bald hills. With the 
exception of oecasional patches of sage brush a 
short grow th of Initrulo grass Is to be found Its en­ 
tire length. Here wc found the first signs of Indi­ 
ans, they having used this creek along its entire 
length as one vast W inter camp, none of the signs 
being over two seasons old. 
Bo far along our route no Indiana had been seen, 
except a small iiai ty of a dozen or fliteen, wlilch 
two days before our scouts aceldenMilly diBcovcrcd 
about live miles in our rear, and who were evi­ 
dently lollowmg after us for the purpose of ransack­ 
ing our camping ground, as we moved onward. 
The country iroin the liead of H eart River west­ 
ward Is entirely devoid of gamo of any kind. Even 
tlic buffalo lias departed to other ranges, and yet 
from the vast miiuber of tracks we found, there 
m ust have been miilUtudes of those anim als in this 
section wlibin two seasons past.

the sentries ou the east side of the camp, and, 
wutcblng their oppoilunlty, made a dasli for tlie 
inside of our lino of tents, apparently with a view 
to stam pede such anim als as they might find on 
tlicir wav. Tlie vigilance of the sentries, however, 
and the alarm l»elng Immediately given friistrate<l 
the attem pt, lor the troops on all four sides of the 
i‘amp were rapidly turned out and the Indians 
only succeeded lit eiileriiig one corner of the camp 
to dash out at aaoliicr without ----------- -------- 
thing. 
1 out at aaoliicr without accomplishing any. 


Alter leaving camn aiiont tw enty Indians were 
seen hovering uimiit it, picking up sucli scraps of 
rood as tliey could find. 
Another alarm of ap- 
proaclitiig Indians was given on the m orning of the 
lith ol August, Just as the command was turning 
Into the Yellowstone Valley and about one mile 
from the inoutli ol O’Kailin’s Creek. The train of 
over one ¡mndrcd and fifty wagons were thrown 
into corral, beet cattle driven Into Its centre, and 
the entire coniiuand, front, rear and flank, de­ 
ployed as Hklriiiisliers to receive an attack, all in a 
very short space of tim e; but aitei a brief delay tlie 
expedition staricd on again, unmolested, west­ 
ward, up the Yellowstone and went into camp a t a 
point 
equidistant from 
the mouth of Powder 
River and from O’Fallin’s Creek, about seven miles 
from eiilier. 
The following m orning (Sunday, August 18) the 
Northern Pacific Railroad engineers, escorted bv 
126 men, in wagons, nrocceded up tho valley to 
the mouth of Powder River, whlcli was reached at 
ten A. .M., and a salute fired. The engineers 
placed their (Inal stake at a selected spot near ttie 
mouth of Powder River, on tho cast bank, and 
upon a iiench of land imtiiedtutely overlooking It, 
dirccily opposite the clumps of tim ber In which 
Father De Smct made his camp In 1S68. The end 
of tho route having been reached the engineers 
commenced the survey for (Inal location of their 
road, and had hut

main body. The m ounted scouts with us saw tills 
m ovement just in time to make a charge upon the 
advancing enemy and turn them back Into the 
hills from which they came before the straggling 
engineer foil into ttiolr bands. After some desul­ 
tory firing l»y both parties the Indians moved back 
off from the hills, and, crossing over to the west 
bank of Powder River, came down it to a point op­ 
posite our party and asked to talk with our leader. 
Tlieir request being granted, and a short talk had, 
the cnglneei'S and the escort prepared to move east­ 
ward, continuing th«lr locating work, when the In­ 
dians from tlie west Itank fired Into tlie rear guard 
as it moved off. The fire was returned, and so 
hotly as to force the Indians under cover and to 
discontinue their firing. 
One Indian was sceu to 
fall over his 
horse’s head, and another (dis- 
luuiinted) to full upon his face. 
.None of tho 
troops were lujurcd. Tho party num bered aiMiut 
firtcen Unkhapa Sioux, led by a chief named “Tho 
Gaul,” who spends his W lntors at the Grand River 
agency. 
Powder River is a muddy stream , about thirty 
yards wide at Its mouth, thlnlv timbered with cot­ 
tonwood, and runs out from what looked to lie an 
open valley, a mile or more in width. Its muddy 
w ater taints the clear Yellowstone, the w aters of 
the two rivers refUFlngto mingle for some distance. 
About two miles l»clow the m outu of Powder 
River tliero Is an ot*strnctlon in the Yellowstone 
known as Wolf Rapids, consisting of a bench of 
rocks, which He only alsiut two feet below low 
water leveL It may lie considered m ore of a shoal 
ih an a rapid. Our guide also stated taa t there is 
another rapids further down tho Yellowstone, 
within seventy-five miles of Fort Bnford, liut their 
exact cliaractcr does not seem to be known. 
But 
for these oim tnictions there appear to be no rea­ 
sons why the large sfearatrH which ascend to the 
I Plior Missouri m ight not also run up into Uie Yet- 
lowstono. os far as Powder River, at least. 
We lound the valley of the Veliowstone as far up 
and flown as wc could see—a level country gen­ 
erally—aiiout two miles wide, liedged in by high 
Muffs, tliosc on the north side being very precipi­ 
tous aud giving the impression of an impassable 
country bcvoud. 
With tlic exception of where the 


eanie neecesarily very slow, as in very level country 
they flouJd only accoropltah about (oar miles or 
their line a day. Bo the escort moved slowly east­ 
w ard with them, changing camp about every other 
day. On the a*d of August, just after leaving a 
camp on O’Fallln’t Creek, about three miles from 
Itii mouth, a large party e r Indians closed in upon 
our rear, ami eventually moved over upon the 
bluff OB our right flank, threatening the column 
from both dlrccUona, and especially putting a stop 
for a while to the operations of the engineers. 
The wagun train was tinmodiately formed Into a 
com pact corral, aud the en tire cscurt deployed 
around 
for 
Its 
protection. 
Two 
companies 
of the Eighth Infantry were detached from the 
right flank and sent Into tho bluiTb to fight off 
the 
enemy, which 
they 
succeeded In 
doing 
after considerable firing and climbing. 
We suf­ 
fered no loss, and could not ascertain how much 
we inflicted. During the engagem ent an Indian, 
who announced himself as ’fittin g Bull,” a well 
known Unpnpa chief, yelled from the bluff th at he 
proposed to rally all the hosuio Sioux within call 
to give our party battle before wo got back across 
the "Bad U n d s” again. But as he an d his party 
very soon altcrw ards moved off In the direction of 
Powder Klver It Is believed th at he had too small a 
party then to offer any serious opposition. As far 
as could be ascertained there were from one hun­ 
dred to two hundreu Indians on the bluffs. 
On tbo 24th of August, a t m idnight, a supply 
train of thirty-nine wagons, with an escort of idO 
men, was started back to Fort Klco for snpplics, 
which, returning, would m eet the expcdlUon at 
the lAttle Missouri about the 24th of Septem ber. 
As the expetUtlon would move back over the sam e 
route it went out, 1 deemed that I had already ful- 
flUed my m atnictlons, and so returned w ith the

We saw no signs of Indiana on 
) Missouri River. 
The g reater 
portion of the country passed over was unknown 
heretofore to any White man ami even to the ma- 
Jorlta of Indians; but we lound it adm irably adapted 
to the use for which 
It 
was 
explored, and 
the line to be adopted by the N orthern Pacific Rail­ 
road wlU uot only be comparaUvcly straight, but 
entirely practicable. Extensive beds of lignite and 
Beml-bitumlnnus coal w ere found a t intervals from 
the Missouri River to the m outh of O’Failln’a Creek. 
Timber in considerable quantities Is also to be had 
a t Intervals, especially a fair grow th of pines was 
ftmnd on the Little Missouri, as well as asfi and oak. 
Grass was found along the entire route, with good 
w ater at short In terv Js. The “Bad Lands,” wlilch 
bad been considered an alm ost insurm onntable o»)- 
atructlon, were avoided nearly altogether, and 
added, by their picturesque and wonderful forma- 
tlon, greatly to th e beauty of the route. 
The losslflzed tree ferna are found In Immense 
num bers near the Little Missouri, where their 
shattered rem nants have been reposing lor cen­ 
turies.

Mr. Jam es Lenox, of this city, a m ost liberal 
Christian gentlem an, long ago conceived the Idea 
of founding a hospital In this city, which, while It 
should not be sectarian, would yet be m aintained 
by and under Presbyterian auspices. He saw th at 
otper denom inations and nationalities bad such in- 
Btltntlons, and, while Presbyterians were always 
ready and are stUl ready to continuo their sup­ 
port of those several Institutions, they had none 
which 
they m ight peculiarly call their 
own 
or feel a denom inational affection for. The ne­ 
cessity for such a hospital became every day 
more and more apparent to Mr. Lenox, unUl, on 
January 13, 1868, he, with a few other wealthy Pres­ 
byterian friends, m et m the First Presbyterian 
church, ID H fth avcnue-R ev. Dr. Paxton, pastor— 
and there It was agreed th at such an enterprise 
should be conceived and brought Into perfection. 
And yesterday It stood before the New York public 
m all its grand proportions—a lasting 
MEM ORiai. OF CHRISTIAN BENEFICENCE 
and an honor and ornam ent to the city. 
On February 28,1868, the Legislature passed an 
act of Incorporation of the m ost generous charac­ 
ter, allowing the directors and trustees to hold real 
or personal property In the name and for the use of 
the hospital to an unlimited amount. 
Messrs. 
Jam es Lenox, John T. Johnsun, Robert L. Htuart, 
Morris K. Jessup, Marshall B. Bedwell, Edward B. 
Jaffray, Jam es Brown, william A. Booth. A. B. 
Belknap,. WUbam E. Dodge aud several other 
wealthy and well-known m etropolitan 
I’resby- 
tcrlans were iiuuicd miinagcrs and incorporators. 
Mr. Lenox generously ilonated '.‘le entire block, 
bounded 
by 
Bevcntietli 
and 
Beventy-flrst 
streets 
aud 
Ma-Umm 
and 
Fourth 
avenues, 
for the site of the hos¡iital aud tlien liberally sub­ 
scribed toward tlie erection ol suitable buildliigs 
thereon. These buildings consist oi a square: the 
m ain structures laclug tlie two streets, and joined 
together by corridors, open and closed, wlilch may 
be used very pleasantly liy convalescent patients. 
In the centre of this square stands the engine 
house, over which is tlie laundry, w ith the neces­ 
sary rooms for dying, ironing, nmugliug, Ac. Tl>o 
entire hospital is heated from this building also. Thu 
principal building houls on Seventy-first street, is 
about one hundred and fifty feet long, fifty leet 
deep, three stories lilgh, with liasenient and niiic 
in Mansard roof. The mid<lle portion jirojecls a 
little, to give a very neat cairlago entrance, on

The second and thinl stories ail'ord uccom- 
moilatlons fur the house pliysician, his iisslstauts 
aud other ofilccrs. This and the n ex t stbry con­ 
tain public beds for about sl.xty patients, besid»s 
several small rooms for paying patients. In the 
attic arc the servants’ apartm ents. 
The north pavilion, fronting on Seventy-first 
street, though not entered from that street, con­ 
tains pubUc beds for seventy-two patients and 
private rooms for thirty more paying patients. 
There are two wards on eacli floor, each ward con­ 
taining twelve beds. The first floor is occupied by 
private wards and the other floors contain the 
public wards. A spacious and woll-llghted amphi­ 
theatre or dissecting room occupies the third and 
fourth stories of the middle portion of this building. 
I'he several edifices arc built of Philadelphia brick, 
w ith Ixicknort limestone trim m ings. Every neces­ 
sary precaution has been taken against fire. There 
is abundance of light and veiitilutiun In the hospi­ 
tal, and a large campus on either end of the build­ 
ings is liclDg prepared for exercise and com lurt of 
couvalcsecnta. The entire

building is over fonr hundred thousand dollars. Mr. 
Lenox is the President o f the Board o f M anagers, 
Mr. A. B. Belknap Treasurer and Mr. U. M. Taber 
Secretary. 
The friends of the institution gathered in the 
chapel yesterday at oue o’clock, where, after the 
redding of a portion of Bcrlpture and prayer, ad­ 
dresses were delivered by Rev. Dr. Paxton, Rev. 
Dr. Adams and Willard Parker, M. D. The two 
clergymen spoke of the moral relations of the hos­ 
pital to the community and the debt of gratitude 
which the city owes to its gentroiis founder, and 
also contrasted this leature of Christianity—the 
benevolent—with Judaism and with the different 
forms of heathenism. Dr. W illard Parker gave a 
sketch of the progress of medical and hygienic 
science and of hospital construction from the time 
of the building of the first hospital In I*arls In the 
seventh century to that of Bellevue a quarter of a 
century ago. He alsoshowurl how accidentally the 
Influences of air and sunlight came to ue appre­ 
ciated, a hen. by the overcrow ding of Bellevue 
H" )).Ial, tents were erected outside the building, 
and it was found that, with equal care, those w ithin 
died, while those w ithout lived.

THE niMBNSIONS OP THE PUBLIC WARUW 
arc each fifty by thirty feet and fifteen feet high, 
and there are two convalescent rooms In the pavil­ 
ion. The Doctor pointed out the educational and 
scientific Influence of such an Institution as this, 
from which hundreds of young m en may go forth 
to all parts of our country dispensing the blesBlngs 
of medical science wherever they go. 
What the 
Saviour did by the touch of Ills finger in the days of 
His flesh Is now done by medical science, and such 
Institutions as these are the hethesdasof life, which 
contain not only five porches, but a great many, 
and where nut alone the first who steps in is likcly 
lo he healed, but the last also. 
Dr. William Adams then announced th at Mr. 
I«n o x bad agreed to give *p¿6,ooo tow ards a perma- 
m cnt cmlowment fund for the hospital, provided a 
like am ount was raised bv others. All save *60,ooo 
01 this sum has tieen pledged or paid, and the men 
of wealth present were kindly asked to lend their 
aid, and at the close of the exercises mnnv of them 
did so.

Bourbons in adhering to their belief that the 
country should be, and still may be, ruled 
through such convenient devices as Albany 
regencies, Richmond 
juntas and 
kitchen 
cabinets. 
But these little oligarchies were 
broken up aud dispersed 
with 
the in­ 
troduction 
of 
railways, 
telegraphs, 
and 
the 
independent 
newspaper press. 
The 
greatest, perhaps, of all the great mistakes of 
the Southern conspirators in plunging into a 
rebellion for the establishment of their absurd 
idea of an independent Southern Confederacy, 
resting upon the oomer-stone of African 
slavery, was the mistake of basing tboir calcu­ 
lations of success npon the American rebel­ 
lion of 1776, when telegraphs, steam presses, 
railways and steamboats were imknown. But 
the printing press, the telegraph, the steam­ 
boat and the railway, with the tremendous 
power in these potential instruments of peace 
or war, held by t^^e North, rendered the suc­ 
cess of a Southern Confederacy an impossi­ 
bility from the beginning. 
But more powerful in behalf of the Union 
cause tb a u td l th e m n to ria l a d v a n ta g e s of rail­ 
ways, steamers and telegraphs was the educa­ 
tion which this people generally had attained 
through these agencies aud the press in the 
duties of patriotism when called to war for the 
Union. 
A Southern Confederacy had been 
created, Southern armies had been orgauized 
and put in the field; United States forts, 
arsenals. Navy Yards and mints in the South 
had been seized and appropriated;* Major An­ 
derson, in Fort Sumter, had been quietly 
encircled 
by 
hostile Southern 
batteries, 
and 
it 
was 
greatly 
feared, 
even 
in 
the loyal North, that the Union against these 
dreadful warlike prepamtions for its over­ 
throw would prove but a rope of sand. 
But 
we need not here relate how the loyal North, 
with the news of the first shot against the fli\g 
of the Union, rose as one man in response to 
President Lincoln’s proclamation calling for 
troops to maintain in the South the sovereign 
authority of the United States and the integ­ 
rity of the Union. 
In the election of Lincoln the Union-loving 
people of the North had partly foreseen this con­ 
tingency of war and were prepared for it; but 
our politicians on all sides were for behind the 
people. 
Even Lincoln followed in their wake 
and did not seek to lead them in the prosecu­ 
tion of the war. 
They carried him and the 
country through the war—they carried Con­ 
gress and General Grant through the work of 
Southern reconstruction and rt sloration, on 
the basis of the now araeudments to the con­ 
stitution; and if in these lute elections the 
sovereign people have indicated their purpose 
to give General Grant another Presidential 
term it is because, in their judgment, the time 
has not yet come for a change in the adminis­ 
tration of our national affairs. 
The politicians, we say, are for behind the 
people, and the people have risen to a degree 
of independence of party loaders far beyond 
the vain calculations of these mere creatures 
of publio opinion. Party leaders, in fact, have 
become a cheap commodity in the public esti­ 
mation. 
The time was when in the bolt of 
Hiich conspicuous party men as Sumner, 
Trumbull, Greeley and Brown, Schurz, Fen­ 
ton, Curtin, McClnro and Forney, from their 
regular party nominations, they would have 
overthrown the ticket; bnt now the party 
leader in bolting may whistle for his followers, 
but he will whistle in vain. 
We have in this 
and other cities numerous politicians, each 
with his band of followers, more or letw; but 
bo is as much their servant as they arc bis 
claquers, and they all signify nothing in a 
great national campaign. 
It is one of the 
lessons of these late elections that our most 
conspicuous party leaders are greatly mistaken 
in undertaking a new departure npon the pre­ 
sumption that the world will follow them; that 
they are the masters and not the servants of 
the people. 
As it was with Webster so it is 
with Sumner in Massachusetts in attempting a 
political revolution upon his own account. 
As it was with others before tin m so it is now 
in Pennsylvania with Curtin, MeClnre aud 
Forney, in assuming to make their personal 
grievances or dislikes anpeiior to the ituding 
public questions of the day. 
The Cincinnati Liberal Repuldiean Conven­ 
tion, with its liberal platform and its liberal 
ticket of Greeley and Brown, was at the outset 
a promising movement for a new party organi­ 
zation; and when the late Baltimore Conven­ 
tion adopted the Cincinnati resolutions and 
candidates as the principles and standard 
iiearers of the democratic party there was for 
a short time an aunarciii UvriaiuM ia oqVUc 


opinion in fovor of this now departure 
eineedingly 
encouraging 
to 
tha 
high 
oootraoting parties. 
But from North Car­ 
olina in Augost to Pennsylvania in Oc­ 
tober 
there 
has 
been 
no 
encouraging 
reeponae from the people. 
And wherefore? 
Simply because this cooUtion movement of 
democrats and liberal republicans was more 
the work of the politicians concerned than of 
the people, and beoanse it rapidly degenerated 
into a quarrel over the epoils and ceased to 
promise any definite or substantial roforma- 
tiona in the government. 
So much for the 
thorough disooEston through the public press 
which the subject has undergone before the 
discriminating tribunal of the people. 
In this 
discussion nearly two-thirds of the party 
journals of the Union have been against the 
odministraUon; 
but the American people, 
upon the foots, the law and the testimony, 
judge for themselves. 
We have heard much of the danger of the 
establishment of a regular military despotism 
from the re-election of General G rant; but 
we hod the 
same 
foolish 
apprehensions 
expressed in reference to General Jackson. 
If a bold and ambitious party leader in the 
United States at this day could lead his fol­ 
lowers like Oeesor or Marc Antony, or like 
Napoleon the First, or even like the revolu­ 
tionary chiefs of Mexico, to any extremity, wo 
might talk of the perils of a military despot- 
ism ; but all such alarums are absurd among 
our free people, possessed of all tho advan­ 
tages of free Bohools, telegraphs, railroads and 
tho printing press, and of general intclligenco 
and self-reliance to an extent that is the mar­ 
vel and the admiration of the world. 


T h e 
D e n t h o f M r . H o w a r d . 
In the death of Mr. Seward, which it is our 
duty to record this morning, the country loses 
a statesman who, more than any other, shaped 
her destinies and assisted in tho development 
of her resources. 
In politics he sometimos 
took up with the issues of the time, which the 
country afterwards learned to regard as tempo­ 
rary madness, as in the case of anti-Masonry, 
upon 
which 
he 
first 
entered 
publio 
life. 
But 
his 
devotion 
to 
common 
school 
education 
and 
his 
opposition 
to slavery were among’ the*" great 
pur­ 
poses of his career. 
Two of his phrases, the 
“Higher Law" and the “Irrepressible Con­ 
flict, “ did more to overthrow the slave power 
than the armies of Grant and the victories of 
Sherman. 
His hostility to slavery, however 
ill-advised when the country was at peace, 
was the result of a sincere and solemn devo­ 
tion to tho ideal of liberty, and the country is 
learning to regard him with a veneration in 
striking contrast to the contempt once show­ 
ered upon him. 
His fame will chiefly rest 
upon his diplomatic skill and power as an ora­ 
tor. 
No Secretary of State who preceded him 
showed greater abilities, and many able men 
have filled that lofty position. 
In the Senate 
Mr. Seward, who possessed few of the out­ 
ward graces of oratory, was confronted by tho 
most distinguished Senators who ever graced 
that body, and that he should prove himself 
the peer of all of them was in itself tho evi­ 
dence of very great merit. 
Compelled to meet 
the ponderous 
majesty of "Webster, the 
magnificent eloquence of Clay, tho subtle 
force 
of 
Benton, 
the specious philos­ 
ophy of 
Calhoun, and the 
accomplished 
ease 
and 
marked 
elegance of Evereft, 
ho held his own by a power not inferior to 
theirs. 
Classic in style, philosophical in tone 
and spirit, clear and concise in recital, mar­ 
shalling bis facts like a soldier marshalling 
an army, and always presenting his case with 
logical acumen and skill, he was an adversary 
dangerous to attack and not easily beaten. 
A hundred triumphs in the Senate and in 
the council chamber prove all 
this, and 
show him a very great statesman, as he was 
a very great man. 
The industry which 
distingnishcd 
him 
while he was yet a 
child clang to him through life, and death 
found him busy finishing the record of his 
journey round the world. 
To-day every 
tongue will be busy discussing the merits and 
achievements of a man who has taken a jour­ 
ney of which there can be no record in this 
lower sphere. 
However opinions may differ 
concerning him there will be tmivcrsal recog- 
nitiou of his greatness and a general and sin­ 
cere regret at his death, though in the fulness 
of his years and his fame. 


Special L ettebs FBOM the F ab E ast.—By 
way of San Francisco we have our special news 
correspondence from the Far East, dated in 
Shanghae, China, on the 24th of August, and 
in Yokohama, Japan, the 5th of September. 
The main points of tho communications have 
been anticipated briefly by our telegraph re­ 
ports of the same dales, already published in 
tho H ebald. Mr. Delano, United States Consul 
at Foochow, had had a personal diflBculty with 
some Chinamen, who threatened an attack on the 
Consulate. 
A matter of real estate purchase 
claim was involved in the dispute. 
The coolie 
traffic still evolved official national difficulties. 
His Majesty the King of Cambodia lelt Hong 
Kong for Manila. 
The investigation into the 
case of tho disabled coolie ship Maria Luz was 
closed at Yokohama. 
The Japanese govern­ 
ment maintained its right of action against the 
vessel, despite the delivery of a protest by a 
largo representation of the foreign Consular 
staff. The Dutch Minister in Yokohama had 
been ordered by his government to proceed to 
Europe to attend the Congress of foreign 
representatives and Japanese on the subject 
of tho revision of treaties. 
He requested Mr. 
De Long to take charge of the aflairs of his 
legation during his absence. 


Official Cbueltt in F rance—Two More 
Communists 
Doomed.—Robichon and 
Eg- 
nand, two Communists, have been tried, con­ 
victed and sentenced to be executed. 
Is it 
not time that this judicial slaughter should 
cease ? 
We are well aware that the offences 
of those men were great, that public senti­ 
ment is down upon them and that the authori­ 
ties can scarcely do other than they are doing. 
At the same time it is most desirable that tho 
government which put down the Commune, 
aud which has done and is doing so much for 
France, should not produce upon the outside 
world tho impression that it is unnecessarily 
cruel. 
That impression is being prodnced, 
and it would be" well for the French govern­ 
ment and well for France if these apparent 
cruelties should cease. 
Punishment is use­ 
less when it ceases to convey a moral lesson. 
No further moral lesson can be gathered from 
the infliction of tho death penalty on so- 
cnllod Oommunists, whoso offencs or crime is

We think our northern neighbors slow. 
Bo 
they are, if we contrast their hietory with ours 
for the past century. 
Still, the statistics show 
that during the last decade Ganada has received 
by immigration an addition of more than 
forty per cent to her population, and during 
the lost thirty-threo years more than twice 
doubled her number of inhabitants, count­ 
ing now two and a half millions, against half 
a million a third of a century ago. 
As our 
population exceeds that of the Oanadian Do­ 
minion by more than tenfold it is natural for 
us to look upon her growth as insignificant 
Yet since the breaking out of our late war she 
has gained at a more rapid proportionate rate 
than we have, our increment of population 
having been thirty-five per cent 
As Canada 
has three hundred and fifty thousand square 
miles of territory, being equal in extent to 
Great Britain, France and Prussia, or six 
times the size of 
England 
and 
Wales, 
she 
has as 
yet only ten persons for 
ftaoh 
six 
hundred 
aud forty acres of 
land. 
Oonsequontly she has 
abundance 
of room for all who may come to find homes 
upon her fertile soil or to win fortune from 
the abundant faoilities she offers for profitable 
commercial or industrial enterprise. Should 
she continue to grow at her present rate till 
the end of this century she will then have a 
population of tweuty millions, or about half 
our present number. 
Though events do not 
move with a rush so rapid beyond our northern 
frontier os on this side of it, Canada has vast 
entorprises which mark her population as em­ 
bracing the same elements of thrift which are 
so rapidly developing our own greatness. Her 
great rivers and excellent harbors, her canals 
and railways, when completed, will offer to the 
products of her fields, forests and mines easy 
means of export, while her rapidly growing 
and prosperous population will furnish abun­ 
dant consumers for the fobrics with which 
Europe balances the traffic. 
It cannot be 
doubted that for British subjects who wish to 
escape tho overcrowding and excessive com­ 
petition in all industrial and commercial 
pursuits 
“at home," 
and 
who 
hesitate 
about 
trying 
our 
experiment 
of 
self- 
gPYWoment, Canada offers obundant hope for 
an improved condition, and it is fair to be­ 
lieve that for several decades she will receive a 
constant and liberal flow of immigration, and 
that the two English speaking nations must 
control tho destinies of North America. 
If in 
time Canada wishes to take her place in the 
constellation of stars upon our banner of free­ 
dom we hold ourselves ready to comply with 
the dictates of “manifest destiny." 
Should 
she prefer to stay out of the Union we shall 
still be true friends, generous rivals and good 
neighbors. 
Her prosperity will only stimu­ 
late ours. 


A N«w Outpost o f Science. 


The government has within the past Sum­ 
mer planted a signal station for physical aud 
meteorological observations on the Island of 
St. Paul, in Behring Sea. The observer sent 
thither by the Weather Bureau is charged 
with the duty of extensive research and fre­ 
quent reports as to the entire Alaskan aud 
Aleutian trrritory, and much valuable and in­ 
teresting matter is expected from him. 
This 
outpost of science in tho North Pacific will l>e 
of special value in studying the climatology of 
the whole northwestern coast of America, and 
will connect its investigations with the oceanic 
explorations soon to be undertaken by the 
navy in the waters south of tho Aleutian 
Islands. 
The latest advices from the St. Paul ob­ 
server give interesting tiata of earthquakes, 
auroral displays and of the Summer gales 
which ore generated in the North Pacific and 
thence sweep eastward over the United States. 
Tho Signal Service, it is said, will shortly oc­ 
cupy a station in the Sandwich Iskmds, and 
when the latter is connected with San Fran­ 
cisco by the Pacific cable tho weather reports 
will extend over nearly a hundred degrees of 
longitude. 
The reports from the Island of S t Paul and 
the Sandwich Islands will enable scientific 
men to link the physical geography and cli­ 
matic conditions of the great Japan Stream or 
Pacific Gulf Stream, known as the Kuro 
Siwo, aud the warm wind systems of our Pa­ 
cific States and Territories with the phenome­ 
nal mild Winter belt of our far Northwest 


T h e T r o tt in g H orae. 
Prior to 1820 Boston Blue was the only trot­ 
ting horse that had beateu three m inutes; 
but since that time, by selective breeding from 
thoroughbred stock and judicious training, we 
have many horses at the present day that can 
trot under two minutes aud twenty seconds. 
I Our high-bred trotters resemble tho thorough- 
I bred racer so much in apiicarance that the 
I gait alone is the distinguishing difference be- 
! tween them. 
Many of our very fastest trot­ 
ters are three-quarters or seven-eighths pure 
blood, and are the most beautiful animals on 
I earth. 
The value of the trotting horse has in­ 
creased immensely within the last thirty years. 
^\^lcn the famous trotter Dutchman, whose 
three-mile record stood at the head of the list 
for thirty-three years, was purchased by Mr. 
Hammel, of Philadelphia, just prior to his 
groat performance of three miles in 7:32J, the 
price paid for him was throe thousand dollars, 
whereas since that time many horses that 
could not have porlormed the feat that he did 
have been sold for from twenty thousand to 
thirty thousand dollars. 
The cause of tho 
groat advance in the rate of the trotting 
horse was the great rivalry that existed 
among our old merchants and wealthy citi- 
zens for the possessiou of speed, aud their 
inclination to make matches on their respec­ 
tive favorites, and trotting tracks were laid out 
! all over the country to encourage this laudable 
I pride in improving the trotting horse by cul- 
1 tivating his action. The country become much 
enriched by the increasing value of the im­ 
proved system of breeding, uutil at this time 
the value of tho horses at present in America 
may be estimated at the enormous figure of 
three thousand million dollars. 
But the question arises, will thia increase in 
the value of horses coutinue ór will it fall off? 
Is there not an element working its way into 
the trotting turf that will in time make this 
popular amusement with all classes of our 
people unpopular ? It is but a few years since 
gentlemen owners of fast trotters were fond of 
making matches on their pets, and many 
happy days were spent on old Centreville, 
Union, Huntington, Beacon, Cambridge and 
other trotting courses in the neighborhood of 
this aud our sister oities. 
Do we Aa4 those 


gentlemen owners making matches nowadays? 
N a And why not? 
Because the majority of 
the foat trotters of to-day are in the hands of 
unsompulous men, who, with the aid of the 
poidseHerB, manage to give exhibitions of 
speed to masses of people at county foirs and 
for association parses, winning one day and 
losing the next, filling their pockets by empty­ 
ing those of the unsophisticated. 
It is for 
these reasons that trotting is going rapidly 
into disrepute among all respectable men, aud 
we fear that if some healthy ohaugee ore uot 
soon made by the National Trotting Associa­ 
tion, by the abolition of the pool box end 
other modes of fraud now practised, the value 
of the trotting horse will depreciate, and our 
fine trotting courses throughout the country 
will cease to be patronized by respectable 
people. We advise the National Trotting Asso­ 
ciation at their next annual moetiug, which 
takes place on tho 1st of February, 1873, to. 
give this subject serious consideration. 


The Hpanlsh OoTeramemt an a Colonial 
Hiawery. 
As matters now stand in Spain thero is but 
small reason to hopo for the early abolition of 
slavery in the Spanish colonics. 
In tho ad­ 
dress from the throne the general question 
was unavoidably aUuded to. 
An amendment, 
however, was offered to the íüng’s address by 
a republioan Inomber praying for the emanci­ 
pation of the slaves in the Spanish colonics. 
By a vote of one hundred and sixty-one 
against fifty-sovon tho Lower Chamber of tho 
Cortes has refused to tako this amendment 
into consideration. 
It is a great pity that 
Spain has so long refused to moke an end of 
slavery in all her colonies and so put herself 
as a nation on the same advanced platform 
with Great Britain and the United States of 
America. 
It is the one reason why the Spain 
of to-day is without the sympathy of the 
nations. Fair play, however, compels us to 
admit that, with Spain as Spain now is, 
pacification ought to precede emancipation. 
The world has waited long for this pacifi­ 
cation; it now waits with some degree of 
impatienoe, andjlt is not unfair to say that 
the patience of at least one people is ex­ 
hausted. 
A little while longer will be ^ u t e d 
Spain to do her best in CuSa; but if pacifica­ 
tion and emancipation do not speedily become 
facts in Cuba the people of the United States 
will rise and demaud iuterferenoe, nor will 
any government be sti’ong enough to resist the 
popular clamor. 
Cuba is the difficulty of 
Amadeus; 
it may bo the opportunity of 
General Grant. 


The R evival o f Opera BoaflTc. 


On the evening of September 22, 18G7, Mr. 
Bateman introduced to the New York public a 
style of entertainment that instantly became 
popular aud for a long time held a prominent 
position in tte piasical world. 
Night after 
night the Theatre Frau^ais, in Fourteenth 
street, was crowded, while empty benches 
gave an ominous appearance to the Academy, 
and the strains of “La Grande Duchesae" were 
heard in salon, concert and on the street. The 
“Sabre de Mon Pére" became more potent 
than “Spirito Gentil” and the mock trio of 
Bourn, Puck and Paul more attractive than the 
“Benediction des Poignards" or the quintet 
of “Emani. ” Thus opéra hoxiffe was launched 
on the full tide of prosperity, and it floated 
along with its strange cargo of diaMerie and 
cancan until another captain took command. 
Then for a time it had a prosperous voyage, 
especially when “Genevieve de Brabant" was 
on deck ; but it soon got into ugly places and 
finally was wrecked on the shores of (we may 
call it) bankruptcy. 
The subsequent efforts 
of its directors, either at the Théátre FrauQais, 
Niblo’s, Grand Opera House or Fifth Avenue 
Theatre, were not sufficient to keep opéra boitffc 
in its originally successful course. 
For a time 
it was all the rage. 
Imitations and burlesques 
spiuug up on all sides, but the public at 
length were drawn away from it by the attrac­ 
tions of other entertainments. 
Mile. Aimée, the best of tho half dozen 
prime donne who made this description of 
music a specialty, confident in the attractive 
power of opira bouffe when given in a theatre 
commensurate with its light, sparkling charac­ 
ter, now proposes a revival of it at the Oljrm- 
pic, with an entirely new company and with 
many new novelties in the répertoire. 
There is 
no reason why such a revival should not be 
successful. TWic failure of opéra bouffe before 
ma^ be traced to various sources. 
It was 
“nm into the ground” by every manager at­ 
tempting it. 
The same round of Offenbach’s 
operas was given until tho publio grew weary, 
and for a long time its home was on a vast 
stage, better adipted for Meyerbeer’s grand 
works than the delicate, brilliant scenes of a 
musical farce. 
Mile. Aimée is a recognized 
favorite in Now York, and with a good com­ 
pany and judicious management her season 
here should be a successful one. 
The charm 
with which Offenbach once hold the publio 
mind is not wholly departed, aud there are 
many who will hail this revival with pleasure.

Official Investigation and F inding of the 
Court.—By a special H erald correspondence 
from Yokohama, Japan, we have a detailed 
report of the origin and progress of the fire on 
board the Pacific Mail steamship America, by 
which that vessel was destroyed, a number of 
human lives sacrificed and much personal 
property and other values lost 
The scene 
was thrilling in the extreme. 
The men-of- 
wars men of different nations serving in the 
neighborhood rendered prompt and gallant 
aid to the sufferers ; bu t unhappily, their 
efforts were of little avail. 
The H erald 
writer supplie», also, a record of the testimony 
which has been already taken before a court 
of Inquiry as to the cause of the disaster. 
This exhibit embraces the narrative of the 
captain of the America, of many of his 
officers, of United States naval officers and of 
other gontlomen serving under foreign flags. 
'The finding of the Court appears in onr 
columns. 'The verdict is not very explicit; 
but it is said that the entire proceedings which 
have been had in Yokohama will be matie the 
groundwork for judicial action in a court of 
higher resort The United States naval officers 
who boarded the burning deck and took con­ 
trol of the vessel with the view of saving life, 
acted in a spirit of heroism worthy of their 
profession and country, and characteristic of 
the conduct of men of American war ships 
when tested under diffloultiea either at home 
or abroad, as will bo seen by the interesting 
statement which reached os from Washington 
last night.

nation, the end of it would be a military 
despotism, or two or three, or half a dozen 
republics of the Mexican type, or several 
European protectorates; but the rebellion was 
suppressed, slavery was abolished, and the 
Union, stronger than ever before, has been 
restored on the basis of universal liberty and 
equal rights.

greatest, perhaps, of all the great mistakes of 
the Southern conspirators in plunging into a 
rebellion for the establishment of their absurd 
idea of an independent Southern Confederacy, 
resting upon the corner-stone of African 
slavery, was the mistake of basing their calcu- 
lations of success upon the^ American rebel- 
lion of 1776, when telegraphs, steam presses, 
railways and steamboats were unknown. But 
the printing press, the telegraph, the steam- 
boat and the railway, with the tremendous 
power in these potential instruments of peace 
or war, held by the North, rendered the suc- 
cess of a Southern Confederacy an impossi- 
bility from the Wguming. 


But more powerful in behalf, of tue Tmi«n- 


causethan all the material advantages of rail- 
ways, steamers and telegraphs was the educa- 
tion which this people generally had attained 
through these agencies and the press in the 
duties of patriotism when called to war for the 
Union. A Southern Confederacy had been 
created, Southern armies had been organized 
and put in the field; United States forts, 
arsenals, Navy Yards and mints in the South 
had been seized and appropriated; Major An- 
derson, in Fort Samter, had been quietly 
encircled 
by hostile Southern 
batteries,

the loyal North, that the TTnioa against these 
dreadful warlike preparations for its over- 
throw would prove but a rope of sand- But 
we need not here relate how the loyal North, 
with the news of the first shot against the flag 
of tlie Union, rose as one man in response to 
President Lincoln's proclamation calling for 
troops to maintain in the South the sovereign 
authority of the United States and the integ- 
riiy of the Union. 


In the election of Lincoln the Union-loring 


people of the Northhad partly foreseen this con- 
tingency of war and were prepared for it; but 
our politicians on all sides were far behind the 
people. Even Lincoln followed in their wake 
and did not seek to lead them in the prosecu- 
tion of the war. They carried him and the 
country through the war—they carried Con- 
gress and General Grant through the work of 
Southern reconstruction and restoration, on 
the basis of the new amendments to the con- 
stitution; and if in these late elections the 
sovereign people have indicated their purpose 
to give General Grant another Presidential

trot under two minutes and twenty seconds. 
Our high-bred trotters resemble the thorough- 
bred racer so mnch in appearance that the 
gait alone is the distinguishing difference be- 
tween them. Many of our very fastest trot- 
ters are three-quarters or seven-eighths pure 
blood, and are ths most beautiful animals on 
earth. The value of the trotting horse has in- 
creased immensely within the last thirty years. 
"When the famous trotter Dutchman, whose 
three-mile record stood at the head of the list 
for thirty-three years, was purchased by Mr. 
Hammet of Philadelphia, just prior to his 
great performance of three miles in 7:32^, the 
price paid for him was three thousand dollars,

Imitations and burlesques 
sprung up on all sides, but the public at 
length were drawn away from it by the attrac- 
tions of other entertainments. 


Mile. Aimee. the best of the half dozen, 


prime donne who made this description of 
music a specialty, confident in the attractive 
power of opera bouffe when given in a theatre 
commensurate with its light, sparkling charac- 
ter, now proposes a revival of it at the Olym- 
pic, with an entirely new company and with 
many new novelties in the repertoire. There is 
no reason why such a revival should not be 
successful. The failure of opera bovffe before 
may be traced to various sources. It was 
"ran into the grouad" by every manager at^ 
tempting it. The same round of Offenbach's 
operas was given until the public grew weary, 
and for a long time its. home was on a vast 
stage, better adapted for Meyerbeer's grand 
works than the delicate, brilliant scenes of a 
musical farce. Mile- Aimfe K a recognized 
favorite in New York, and witb » good com- 
pany and judicious mauaitt-nnent her reason 
here should be a successful one. The charm ! 
with which Offenbach once held the public j 
mind is not wholly departed, and ther» are 
many who will hail this revival -sith pleasure.

their eyes upon the celebrities of the day when- 
ever they can get a good opportunity. 


THE CROWDS. 


The time fixed for the review was (our o'clock, 


and for hours before that time the various regi- 
ments were busily engaged in getting into position, 
pceparatory to the grand pvent of the claj'. The 
music made by the bands as the regiments inarched 
along from various parts of the city naturally 
enough attracted the gamin tribes as well as that 
aiot very small portion of the community who never 
seem to have anything to do and have always all 
the day to do it in. The consequence was a delight- 
ful one for the cars and stages which got into the 
.most inextricable sort of tangles, much, doubtless, 
to the great gratification of the poor foot-sore 
liorses that were thus enabled to gel a little rest 
not marked dx>wn in the "time" tables. As each 
Tegiment m»4e Its way to Its position with its 
jnotly army of youngsters shouting and screaming 
blocks ahead or It, as il to give every quiet, peace- 
loving bo<Jj residing on the street due and ample 
jiotice of what a hub-bub was m store for them, 
the crowd along the Sidewalks grew greater and 
greater In numbers until, when the entire division 
was formed in a deployed line on the east side of 
Miidisiju avenue, north side of East Forty-second 
-street and west side of Fifth avenue, the left rest- 
Ing at the northeast corner ol Easr Twenty-third 
.street and Madison avenue, it became au utter Im- 
possibility to Iind one's uaS' from one block on the 
two avenues to another so dense was the mass 01 
spectators. 


THE SCENE 


•was exceedingly picturesque from the oalcony of 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel just belore the review 
tiegan. As far as the eye could reach up the Fifth 
avenue on the side wait there was a swaying 
crowd of human beings, men, women and children, 
.heaped and packed together so closely that even 
the sturdy police were unable to make a pathway 
ihrough it to extricate one o' their number who 
Jiad gone to a basement door to mate love to the 
•-cook while waiting ior the appearance of the 
•Governor. The Park, in front, was bordered by 
another crowd that extended from the curb bac«: 
ever the grassy plots until it almost came in contact

All that is left of the America is her funnel, her 
immense iron wheels and her iron bracing and cop- 
per.

LOSS OF LIFE AMD NUMEEK OF THE VICTIMS. 
The human victims to this disaster number fifty- 
nine, viz:—liny-three Chinese, three Japanese and 
three foreigners. 


The foreigners were John H. Barker, engineers' 
storekeeper; Joseph Lymert, steerage watchman, 
and Thomas B. Cook (colored), steerage cook. All 
the bodies have been recovered. 


TREA3FUE- 


On the persons of the Chinese were found ba"S 
and pouches containing Mexican dollars, Ameri- 
can gold coin and gold dast. About $7.000 has 
been recovered and is now in the hands of the 
United States Consul Undoubtedly there must 
have been among the Chinese passengers a large 
ameunt or money—as Chinamen going home from 
California have usually managed to save from $500 
to $5,000. This they always carry with them, 
never buying drafts or giving it to the purser for 
sate keeping: and there is no doubt tnat con- 
siderable of tills monev has been recovered and 
secreted away by wreckers. There were no Euro- 
pean passengers on board at the time. All the 
Yokohama passengers bad landed with their 
effects during the" day. The Hong Kong and 
Shanghae passengers were ashore, bnt had leit 
all their baggage on tne ill-fated ship, and, of 
course, that was all lost. 


There were abont four irandred thousand dollars 
m treasure on board. This was placed in a large 
iron tank, in the hold. Tlie company's men are now 
at work on tae wreck trying to get this tank np. 


IKQCIKY AS TO CAUSE. 
How dm the flre take nlace? TVnen I saw Cap- 
tain Doane next day and'asfced Sim this question he 
answered that lie cootd onlv account for it in one 
of two ways—eitaer it Had "been set on fire or it 
was the effect of spontaneous conibnsjior.

The story told by tne two sailors of the Lacta-

especially a maa-of-war's man. In the first place 
Japanese do never, in speating- among themselves 
speak "pigeon English." -On the contrary they 
invariably speak tneir own language, of wnich 
these men do not understand s. word. Again, if 
there had been anv design to born the ship, where 
these sailors were would be tne last place that the 
perpetrators would rush to to tell their design. 
Fnrther, sailors are not noted for reticence. Yet 
tUis man Davis, as he testified, hears of a probable 
burning of an American ship, takes no In- 
terest In the matter, makes no inquiries.

again, not being bonnd to Seep it quiet, neverthe-

LOSS OF LIFE AMD NUMEEK OF THE VICTIMS. 
The human victims to this disaster number fifty- 
nine, viz:—liny-three Chinese, three Japanese and 
three foreigners. 


The foreigners were John H. Barker, engineers' 
storekeeper; Joseph Lymert, steerage watchman, 
and Thomas B. Cook (colored), steerage cook. All 
the bodies have been recovered. 


TREA3FUE- 


On the persons of the Chinese were found ba"S 
and pouches containing Mexican dollars, Ameri- 
can gold coin and gold dast. About $7.000 has 
been recovered and is now in the hands of the 
United States Consul Undoubtedly there must 
have been among the Chinese passengers a large 
ameunt or money—as Chinamen going home from 
California have usually managed to save from $500 
to $5,000. This they always carry with them, 
never buying drafts or giving it to the purser for 
sate keeping: and there is no doubt tnat con- 
siderable of tills monev has been recovered and 
secreted away by wreckers. There were no Euro- 
pean passengers on board at the time. All the 
Yokohama passengers bad landed with their 
effects during the" day. The Hong Kong and 
Shanghae passengers were ashore, bnt had leit 
all their baggage on tne ill-fated ship, and, of 
course, that was all lost. 


There were abont four irandred thousand dollars 
m treasure on board. This was placed in a large 
iron tank, in the hold. Tlie company's men are now 
at work on tae wreck trying to get this tank np. 


IKQCIKY AS TO CAUSE. 
How dm the flre take nlace? TVnen I saw Cap- 
tain Doane next day and'asfced Sim this question he 
answered that lie cootd onlv account for it in one 
of two ways—eitaer it Had "been set on fire or it 
was the effect of spontaneous conibnsjior.

Lenox, of this city, a most liberal 


Christian gentleman, long ago conceivea-the idea 
of founding a hospital in this city, which, while it 
shonld not be sectarian, would yet be maintained 
by and nnder Presbyterian auspices.

THE CKOTON AQUEDUCT TAPPED. 
The whole town was in danger, and as a last re- 
sort the crotoa Aquednct was tapped; but it-was 
found that one engine could not throw a stream 
into the ouildings, the distance being too great. 
Finally another engine—the only other in the 
town—was brought to bear, and by hard work the 
fire was partially put out at about hall-past sis in 
the morning. 
The fire is not entirely estingaished yet, as there 
are some eighty or niuetv tons of coa! in Mr. Up- 
roaa's yard still burning, and 
from all ap- 
pearances will- not 
have 
exhausted itself 
nntil to-morrow night. So attempt has been made 
to eztinguish this flre, the firemen declaring that 
they have not sufficient water to do tae work. At 
about ste o:clock lasc evening a stiff breeze sprung 
no and sparks from the smouldering buildings 
threatened the buildings on the west side or Main 
street above Spring, so the engines were put to 
work again, and were still playing on the ruins at 
a late hour last right.

Tbe vigilane Of tae sentries, however 
and the alarm being iruiediately given frustrated 
the attempt, Jor the trocs on all four sides of tbe 
camp were rapidly tttned out and the Indians 
only sncceeded in enterig one corner of the camp 
to dash out ai another wittout accomplishing any.

Lenox, of this city, a most liberal 


Christian gentleman, long ago conceivea-the idea 
of founding a hospital in this city, which, while it 
shonld not be sectarian, would yet be maintained 
by and nnder Presbyterian auspices. He saw that 
other denominations and nationalities had snch. in- 
stitutions, and, while Presbyterians were always 
ready and are still ready to continue their sup- 
port of those several institutions, they had none 
which 
they might peculiarly call their own 


or feel a denominational affection for. The ne- 
cessity for such a hospital became every day 
more and more apparent to Mr. Lenox, until, on 
January 13,1SGS. he, with, a few other wealthy Pres- 


niMi! nearly suffocated, they, sncceeded in finding- 
him and tying a rope arounti him, by which lie was 
hoisted to the top ol the bouse m an unconscious 
condition. He is at present lying abed in a critical 
state, and is not expected to live overnight. 


The Fire Department, which is very 'inefficient, 
could do but little to stay tlie flames, and by tliree 
o'clock the fire had gained the corner of Main and 
Soring streets, the corner bniitttng making the 
sixth that had taken flre. Ths aspect now was 
hopeless, for the reservoir water had given out and 
all the wells and cisterns ia the neighborhood had 
been pumped dry. 


THE CKOTON AQUEDUCT TAPPED. 
The whole town was in danger, and as a last re- 
sort the crotoa Aquednct was tapped; but it-was 
found that one engine could not throw a stream 
into the ouildings, the distance being too great.

greatest, perhaps, of all the great mistakes of 
the Southern conspirators in plunging into a 
rebellion for the establishment of their absurd 
idea of an independent Southern Confederacy, 
resting upon the corner-stone of African 
slavery, was the mistake of basing their calcu- 
lations of success upon the^ American rebel- 
lion of 1776, when telegraphs, steam presses, 
railways and steamboats were unknown. But 
the printing press, the telegraph, the steam- 
boat and the railway, with the tremendous 
power in these potential instruments of peace 
or war, held by the North, rendered the suc- 
cess of a Southern Confederacy an impossi- 
bility from the Wguming.

ways, steamers and telegraphs was the educa- 
tion which this people generally had attained 
through these agencies and the press in the 
duties of patriotism when called to war for the 
Union.

riiy of the Union. 


In the election of Lincoln the Union-loring 


people of the Northhad partly foreseen this con- 
tingency of war and were prepared for it; but 
our politicians on all sides were far behind the 
people. Even Lincoln followed in their wake 
and did not seek to lead them in the prosecu- 
tion of the war. They carried him and the 
country through the war—they carried Con- 
gress and General Grant through the work of 
Southern reconstruction and restoration, on 
the basis of the new amendments to the con-

An amendment 
however, was ofiered to the King's address by 
a republican member praying for the emanci 
pation of the slaves in the Spanish colonies 
By a vote of one hundred and Mxty- 
against fifty-seven the Lower Chamber of the 
Cortes has refused to take this amendmen 
into consideration 
It is a great pity thai 


Spain has so long refused to mate an end of 
slavery ia. all her colonies and so put herself 
as a nation on the same advanced platform 
with Great Britain and the United States of 
America. It is tho one reason why the Spain 
of to-day is without the sympathy of the 
nations. Fair play, however, compels, us to 
admit that, with Spain as Spain now is, 
pacification ought to precede emancipation. 
The world has waited long for this pacifi- 
cation; it now waits with some degree of 
impatience, and it is not unfair to say that 
the patience of at least one people is ex- 
tousted. A little wMle longer will be granted 
Spain to do her best in Cuba; but if pacifiea- 
;ion and emancipation do not speedily become 
facts m Cuba the people of the United States 
will rise and demand interference, nor will 
any government be strong enough to resist the 
popular clamor.

Tbe Trotting Hone. 


Prior to 1820 Boston Blue was the only trot- 


ting horse that tad beaten three minutes; 
but since that time, by selective breeding from 
thoroughbred stock and judicious training, we 
have many horses at the present day that can 
trot under two minutes and twenty seconds. 
Our high-bred trotters resemble the thorough- 
bred racer so mnch in appearance that the 
gait alone is the distinguishing difference be- 
tween them. Many of our very fastest trot- 
ters are three-quarters or seven-eighths pure 
blood, and are ths most beautiful animals on 
earth. The value of the trotting horse has in- 
creased immensely within the last thirty years. 
"When the famous trotter Dutchman, whose 
three-mile record stood at the head of the list 
for thirty-three years, was purchased by Mr. 
Hammet of Philadelphia, just prior to his 
great performance of three miles in 7:32^, the 
price paid for him was three thousand dollars, 
whereas since that tims many horses that

THE CROWDS. 


The time fixed for the review was (our o'clock, 


and for hours before that time the various regi- 
ments were busily engaged in getting into position, 
pceparatory to the grand pvent of the claj'. The 
music made by the bands as the regiments inarched 
along from various parts of the city naturally 
enough attracted the gamin tribes as well as that 
aiot very small portion of the community who never 
seem to have anything to do and have always all 
the day to do it in. The consequence was a delight- 
ful one for the cars and stages which got into the 
.most inextricable sort of tangles, much, doubtless, 
to the great gratification of the poor foot-sore 
liorses that were thus enabled to gel a little rest 
not marked dx>wn in the "time" tables. As each

THE SCENE
